I have received your letter of December 13 i 1983» I appreciate your 
having advised me that the ^ost story based on the U.o. News article was 
extensively covered by the Washington t-v. 

As for yoiir request whether the Hoover file contained arjy records 
pertaiining to political assassinations, the answer is no — at least not 
directly. I would not state definitively that there was no such information 
in this file — in view of the fact that over 10,000 pages were withheld in 
their entirety and other releaised documents cont^ned significant deletions. 

To the specialist, there mi^t be references in the released documents which 
would make sense or suggest some relationship to political assassinations. 

In this sense, my categorical denial has to be qualified.
